MARY JANE'S TRAVELS. 


She Stands by the Oak ColBns of Goethe 


anil Schiller. 


ISpeciol Correspondence.] 


WEIMAB, Germany, Sept. 23.—As I stood 


In the Grand Dncal,vault today by the plain 
oak coffins of Goethe and Schiller, and looked 
about me on the richly carved bronze caskets 
of dukes and duchesses, through a long lino 
of the Base-Weimar dynasty, and thought 
how thousands, who had known Goethe and 
Schiller, in all parts of the world, 'came to: 
see their tomb, and met for the first time 
tLese Saxe-Weimar princes, I felt the power 
of genius and tbe weakness of the accident of 
birth, and I wanted to go. right -back to our 
hotel and kill that bead waiter for charging 
us three times as much for half a dinner, a la 
carte, as he would have charged for a full 
one table d'botu, and plant him here among 
the heirs to thrones and.to f9rgetfulness. 


Weimar's chief claim to 'latter day glory, 


and one of her chief souicesof revenue, is the 
tomb where Goethe, and Schiller rest. The 
uppi-r portion of tha vault w a chapel, and in 
thu basement the peels, lie, side by side,. 
Qnethe'with a golden crown of laurel at his 
lieail find Schiller with ono of silver, and 
piled tbrt» feet higli on each,coffin are folded 
laurel wreaths, p)ac:ed tliere by famous hands 
during, ninny, years. They.are the only uii- 
titled sleepers there, and they are'the' only 
ones out ot the past • whom • the present has 
not forgotten. Ami yet I know tin American 
wlio regretted that lie camu to Weimar, and 
who said tie couldn't sun what, there wasubout 
an old coffin' or two in a dingy cellar to jus- 
tify a man stopping oil ut a lowii like:Wei- 
mar to see. 1 cuuld'ii't understand tho man's 
1'euling until he spoke of CGoetej" and then I 
began to comprehend, and 1 no longer won- 
dered at my fellow countryman's lack of ap- 
preciation. 


By the way, some of the: Queerest; people 


(costumes not included) one meats in Europe 
come right from our own land of public 
schools und liberal education. The same man 
told mo he had beon to "York .Ministry" ii 
England, and ho didn't think it .would com 
pare with the Capitol nt Washington. 


We came down hero from Leipsic, a pureli 


business town, but with an art gallery and 
more musical education and inclination than 
Cincinnati, but not such a handsome music 
hall.

I saw a picture in the gallery at Lcipsie 


which upset me at flrst, but I suppose from an 
art standpoint it is all right. The subject 
was, "Suiter .little children to come unto 
me," etc., and Christ, in the costume of his 
time, was surrounded by n lot of little ones, 
witli genuine German faces; German attire 
throughout, and the company, :lneluding an 
old Gurman and his wife, had assembled in a 
German cottage of the present style. It may 
have been an allegory, but if it were it was 
an unjust discrimination in favor of the Ger- 
man element; and if it wore not, it was just a 
little bit funny to. look 'at. It was a large 
picture, and beautifully done, but would 
scarcely be popular outside of Germany. 


I want to make a few remarks with refer- 


ence to German women. Those of Munich 
(young women I refer to) have, 1 think, the 
handspmest figures of any women I have met 
in Europe. Whether it is nature or art I 
cannot tell, and wouldn't if I could, but every 
line is perfect, and there is, with th'e grace of 
the French -woman, the substantialness of the 
English, making a thing o£ beauty which 
ought to be a joy forever. The Munich figure 
Is visible occasionally elsewhere in Germany, 
and not so rarely either as to startle you; but 
the same may be said of. beer in Germany, yet 
there is but one "Muenchener bier" in all the 
kaiser's realm. I can't see any relation, con- 
sanguinuity or other tie between these two 
charming characteristics of Munich,.but I 
presume good beer and pretty girls have the 
samo place in the poetry of Bavaria that the 
good whisky and pretty women of Kentucky 
have in the poetry of that "grand old com- 
monwealth," and I shall not seek to become 
an iconoclast among the idols of the poets. 


Before 1 left Berlin I went around to the 


Reichstag building to sea where Bismarck 
has liis headquarters as controller and di- 
rector o£ tbe destinies of Germany. He has 
an elegant, palace on Wilbelm strasse among 
the swellest of the swell, but I wanted to see 
tho man's working place, so I went to his 
office, which al this season is occupied only 
by a stray house cleaner or two going iu now 
and then to see how much dust has accumu- 
lated. It is a small room for so great a man, 
just across a narrow hall from the main 
chamber, anil directly behind the president's 
desk. 1 said a small room; it is about twenty 
feet'square, I should soy, not being as good 
in mathematics os I am in laying carpets, 
and is the first of a string of rooms occupied 
by secretaries, clerks, etc. It is very plainly 
furnished and finished, the chairs being of 
Russia leather, without arms; die carpet of 
a dark brown and red indistinguishable 
figure, like an impressionist picture in 
tapestry; the 
paper 
on 
the walls to 


•match it, a little touch of. fresco and gilt 
oil" the ceiling, with a vl»m ; gilt twenty-four 
liebs cballd.Blier nxthe center, and the wood, 
work of thB~r6oiS"1>Sinteil rather cheaply ,in 
material, manner andrtoBte.--,B»^oi: two 
large, many paned windows on oTO-Bide. 
overlooking a pleasant little court with graesr 
and flowers and fountain in full life, stands 
the chancellor's desk, a modem rosewood 
piece of furniture, ' with numberless little 
drawers and "pigeon holes" and shelves, and 
tbe invariable green cloth covered flap, on 
which not a spot of Ink was visible. Lying 
on the flap was a. net covered rubber ball at- 
tached to a tube leading away in some un- 
known direction, which at first I thought 
was some patent process for supplying beer 
to the great German, but a slight investiga- 
tion proved that it was a very convenient 
call bell, worked by wind, electricity and 
pressure, and « decided improvement over 
our stationary bells, unless tho desk is built 
into the wall to stay as long as the house 
does. Quite near, and back of the desk, was 
the only evidence in the room that Bismarck 
•was not a young and unceasing worker. 
This was a wide, low, velvet lounge, with a 
robe and pillow tnrown carelessly across it, 
and bearing evidence that it was not there 
for ornainunt alone. 


There is always a touch of pathos to me in 


an easy clmir or lounge in an old man's worlf- 
ing' room, and as I looked at this of Bis- 
marck's, 1 Miiiuglit 1. could see in its wrinkles 
and undulations the imprrasion of the years, 
the resting places along the journey growing 
more freqneiiiriis tlie goal approached, and I 
wondered if Bismarck,'as-he stretched hl» 


,mbs there, felt with sorrow or with pleas- 
ure thai sonip ilny soon be would lie down to 
est, in his liurness, pmhaps, on that very 
oungeand Mould wake to work and worry 
no more forever.

All the family, 
with the exception of Mrs. Reltz, improved 
gradually, but she was greatly prostrated 
and continued to sink until yesterday 
morning when bhe was found dead in bed 
by one of tlio family. 


McCurdy, who was arrested, stated that 


in order to lid himself of rats he had 
talcen se\ era! eggs, filled them with ar- 
senic and placed them in the barrels with 
tho others. Mrs. Reitz being in the habit 
ol purchasing cracked eggs, was given 
some ot them by the boy in mistake for 
good ones, with the above result.

MIHNKAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 14.—An effort 


was made this afternoon to induce the 
general assembly to reconsider its action 
of yesterday in relation to the Chicago 
stock yards strike, but was squelched. 


The report of the committee approving 


of Powderly's course was the straw that 
broke the back of delegates from District 
Asemblies Nos. 24 and 67. They came 
here with a feeling of bitterness toward 
the general master workman and the 
executive board, with the exception of j 
Barry, and they had made such a thor- j 
ongh canvass that up to the time the 
vote was taken they felt that the resolu- 
tion of censure would go through. 


Despite the secrecy that has been main- 


tained in relation to the debate to-day, all 
the material facts have leaked out. 
The 


official report of the session will show that 
Lieb, of District Assembly No. 24, Chica- 
go, made a vehement speech. He said that 
the action of Powderly and other members 
of the board had defeated the purposes of 
the stock-yard employes, and that the only 
man on the board who bad treated the 
matter fairly and who enioyed the full 
confidence of the Chicago Knights was T. 
B. Barry. The latter,he said, had done all 
in his power to aid the men, and had he 
Uad authority, or had he not been sat 
down upon by Powderly and the other 
members of the board, the strike would 
have been won. 
' Geo. A. Schilling, also from No. 24, made 
'a fiery speech in which he roundly scored 
the general master workman and the 
board. 
Barry was called upon to make a gen- 


eral review of the circumstances and his 
connection with the matter, and emphatic- 
ally declared that the men would, in his 
opinion, have gained their point without 
any expense to the order, and further, 
that he thought the demands of the men 
were Just. 


Delegates from District Assembly No. 


57 spoke upon the matter, and were posi- 
tive the strikers would have been success- 
full had they been allowed to stay ont. 


George Ehemenn, of West Virginia, 


spoke in favor of the resolution of cen- 
sure. 


Powderly then took the floor and went 


over the entire matter from beginning to 
end. He made tbe statement that the 
action of the executive board was advised 
hy him, and that if there was any bl ame 
in the matter it belonged to him. His 
speech and personal plea won over many 
delegates who bad intended to vote with 
the Chicago knights, and probably lost 
for the latter the battle. 


Among the events of the afternoon 


session was the rejection of a proposition 
to change the basis of representation to 
the general assembly from one delegate to 
each three thousand members to one for 
five thousand. This was a defeat for the 
committee on law which reported in its 
favor. 


The law qualifying members tor election 


to the general assembly was so changed 
as to make the standard of eligibility 
membership of the order for eighteen 
months; membership in the district as- 
sembly at least one year, and attendance 
at least three sessions of such district as- 
sembly. 


There was a long discussion over a 


proposition to strike from the 
fourth 


plank ot the declaration of principles of 
ihe order the clause which contends that 
lauds held for speculative purposes should 
he taxed at their full value, but it was de- 
feated. 


Over a score of propositions looking to 


technical changes in the management of 
.he orrter and the extension of its scope 
were defeated, and when an adjournment 
tras effected less than half the report oC 
the committee on laws had been dis- 
posed of. 


A committee from the Trades Assembly 


of Western Pennsylvania is in tbe city to 
induce the general assembly to take up 
the strike of the employes of the Black 
Diamond Steel works.

"scab" mill for twenty-five years. 


At 
Ualf-past 
twelve 
o'clock this 


morning General Master Workman Pow- 
derly attached his signature to his per- 
emptory resignation of that position. 
Ho will withhold the presentation of this 
document to the assembly pending its ac- 
tion upon a report of the committee on 
laws, which was submitted just before ad- 
journment last evening. The report in 
question recommended the dropping of two 
members of tbe general executive board 
and the placing of the appointing power 
of the membership of that body in the 
hands of the general master workman. 
This is the climax of the administration's 
fight upon Barry, of Michigan, and Bailey, 
of Ohio. 
As soon as the report was read, 


there was a hubbub, and one of the 
members was so demonstrative in his 
manifestations of dissent that fie was 
call before the bar and reprimanded. It 
had been hoped- by the anti-administra- 
tion_ nKm that the Powderly element 
"Would refrain from forcing a fight, but 
the word went out last night that in con- 
sequonce of Barry's attitude on the stock 
yards strike, and his open deflanco of the 
administration on Wednesday, his pres- 
ence, with that of Bailey'a, will no longer 
be 
tolerated 
on 
the 
executive 


board. Barry, who is very popular 
with various factions will have the full 
support of the anti-administration fac- 
tions, 
but Bailey's chances are more 


problematical. It is also on the cards thnt 
T. B. McGuire has been blacklisted by the 
administration. 


To-day will probably witness the hot- 


test fight that the general assembly has 
ever experienced. At one o'clock last 
night nearly every delegate was in at- 
tendance upon one or another of the many 
caucuses that are being held, and the anti- 
Powderlyites claim that the administra- 
tion will be defeated.
